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During the week ended July 27, 1912, 62 ground squirrels collected 
in Alameda County, 759 in Contra Costa County, and 80 in Stanislaus 
County, Cal., were examined for plague infection. Fifty-three from 
Contra Costa County were found to be plague-infected.
